hundred terrors of the imagination doe 
to illusions, inainly those of sight, for 
shying, tho m inor etT(^*t of tiiese illu­ 
sions, und “ bolting, ” in wbiob pania 
gains cttmpleto possession of his soni, 
ure caused, us a rule, hy mistakes as to 
what tho horse sees, and not by mitin- 
terpretation of w hat ite heank It is no- 
ticetl, for instance, tiiat many hoiwa 
which shy usually start away from ob­ 
jects on one side more hequmtij than 
frtau objeeta on the other. *rhis is prob­ 
ably due to defects in the vision oi ona 
or other eye. 


In nearly all oases of shying the borsa 
tukes fright at some unfamiliar objest, 
though this is commonly quite barm- 
lens, such as a whiMilbarrow npstde 
down, u freshly felled log or a piece of 
pai>er rolling iMfore tho wind. Tbis ill' 
stuntly becomea an illusion, is inter 
preted as something else, and it is a «O' 
rious question in equino nenrc^tby to 
know what it is that the horse flgorea 
thest) harmiesa objects to be. 
Wlieu 
llussiun iionies first began to be shipped 
to Harwich, tiiey usually objected to 
pass near a donkey. This reiuotanoe 
wus explained on the bypotiiesUt titafe 
tho |Kinies seldom saw donkeys in Bus 
sia and mistook them for bears.—I/on 
don Bpeetator.

The following clever eatirn on **tho 
crime of *78” and tho whole ailverite 
argument was written some time ago 
by Alex P. Hall of A tlanta, Oa. 
It is 
considered no good that some papera 
have printed it several times, and mil­ 
lions of oopiea of it are being distributed 
in pamphlet form: 


Having been deeply impressed by tho 
arguments of Judge Crisp, Brynn, Stew* 
art, Jones and other silver leudors, and

relies of tho dnrk ngoM. 
1 tun in favor 
of tho free and unlimited coinage of pig 
iron ut n ratio of 10 to 1 with gold by 
tho Unilod States alone, indo|)endently 
of oil tentions, and can prove by the best 
authority obtainable that such a |K)lioy 
on tho pnrt of the United States will 
‘‘raise pri»»s," ‘‘put plenty of money in 
circulation” and give the ‘‘iionest debt­ 
or a chanco to pay his debts,” thereby 
making tho whole country prosperous 
Now, in tho first place, it may bo 
urged by some “ who do not understand 
tho subject of standards of value” that 
free coinage for iron would not raise 
its prico to a ratio of 10 to 1 with 
gold. To them I reply thni “ the stump 
of this govornmont” und tho ‘‘legal 
tender qualities” of tho iron dollar 
would instantly make the bullion value 
of pig iron tho samo us the m int vulue. 
‘‘for who would pnrt w ith un ounce of 
this precious metul for anything less 
thun the m int vulue?” (Stewurt, Jones 
und Bryun. ) 


Aguin, it may be urged that our 
mints would bo overcrowded with pig 
iron. I reply that, •* the price of pig iron 
huving been ruised from f 7. TtO u ton to 
a ratio of 10 to 1 w ith gold tho world 
over, no ono would espiKiially euro to 
curry it to the mints, since tlio mint 
prico could Ijo obtuined unywhent in 
tho open inurkot” (A tlanta Constitu* 
tion. ) 


Next-, it nmy t>e urged that gold and 
silver would go out of circulation. 1 re* 
ply, first, “ This is u mere asHuniption 
of tho tools of tho money power which 
they eunnot verify” (Atlanta Constitu­ 
tion); sefxmd, "Supposo gold und silver 
do go out of circulation, is there not 
plenty of pig iron to tuko their phtco 
and give the people plenty of money?'' 
(Bryun), and, third. “ Such un ussump- 
tion mixes tho idea of circulating me­ 
dium und* stundurd of vulue, thut gold 
and silver would still be potontiul 
money metuls, though not in circula 
tion, and would lend their help toward 
raising priceH und euusing general pros- 
p«‘rity” (Crisp). 


Tlien, again, it may be urged against 
the pig iron standard of vulue that 
wages would not rise in pro|K>rtion to 
prices. Tho reply is, "W ages would be 
comiM>lled to rise, Hinco no man would 
be fiHil enough to work for f t n day 
who could muke |1,0U0 iM>rduy picking 
up rusty nails and oUl horseshot<s und 
currying them to the m int for coinage” 
(Hull). 


In addition it nmy lio urged by tho 
money lujwer, by tlui “ Wull stn'ot 
shurks” und tho“ Bond street Shylo(?ks,” 
that wo eould not ulono goon u pig iron 
basis without un internutionul U{;r(‘e- 
niont. “ To such dastards us dare to lay 
u lim it to the power of tho American 
¡HH)plo to do what tlu'y ple:uH», iniUt- 
pendently of all nutions, I Imrl their 
cowurdice und lack of patriotism buck 
in their faces” (Bryun). 


The “ crime” of demonetizing pig 
iron took place ubtmt 2.2UU years ago, 
when eertuin “ goldolutors” und “ sil- 
vérités, ” in order to increa<io tho pur- 
ohusing power of their ill gotten w'ealth, 
secretly and “ like thieves iu tho night” 
got the démonétisation uct pussinl re­ 
pealing tho g(M)d old freo coinage act of 
Lyourgus, “ tho friend of our ancestors* 
duildies.” “ Today Chinn is the only 
country on earth ijoncst enough lo coin 
iron, und there tho iiappy laborer can 
carry iiomo tho wages of liis Itonest toil 
in a wht^lhorrow” (A tlanta Constitu­ 
tion). 


A ruinoui full in pricea followed the 
démonétisât ion of iroiuuid bus continu­ 
ed for upward of 3.ÛÜ0 years. I huve 
calculated tho losses eutuilod upon the 
honest people of this world by that rath- 
less act, but the figures ure so enormous I 
fear a revolution w ill ensue if the people 
learn how greatly they have been robbed. 
But faots are facts, and the ^ s t way to 
right a wrong is to meet it squarely, 
“ That losa is | 31.000,000,000,000,000.- 
000,000,000,000,000” (Coiu’a Finan- 
oial Scbool). 


In ooneluslon, I insist that the free 
coinage of pig iron w ill do everytiiiug 
that is claimed for silver and infinitely 
more. The people w ill be rich and pros- 
nerotts. The ouee poor luaii oau pay his 
debts w ith his old stove. Railroads nan 
Aeelare dividends on old fails and wom- 
ont lo lliiii i M .

WITER RULES. 


Their Revision IRecommended by 
the Board of Public Works. 


The board of public works, at a meeting 
held in its chamber in the city hall yester* 
day afternoon, had a thorough discussion 
of the water departmeut and the result will 
be the presentation of a recommendation 
to the common council advising the revis* 
ion of the rules and regulations governing 
that branch of the mnnksipal organism. 


Tho matter was introduced before by 
Su(ierintendent Kingsley, whoee eiperience 
in this department enables him to deter­ 
mine the most approved way of conducting 
it. The present plan is far from satisfac­ 
tory, the most glaring fault lying in the 
assessment of rates. It is not the purpose 
of the board to include in its recommenda* 
lion reduction in the water rates, but a 
more systematic method of fixing them and 
with this end in view a committee was a|>- 
pointed to draft a revision of the present 
water ordinance, the members being John 
lligman, (Jr., G. E. Smith and E. L. 
Kingsley. 


The board will meet again Monday af­ 
ternoon and proceed further with its inves­ 
tigation of the water works system.

It Invaded The Thoroughfares of 
Chicago Yesterday Morn­ 
ing 


OYER 100,000 APPEAR IN LINE 


ItW aa A D em onatratlon For th* 
Preaervatton of National 
Intesrlty 


CiiicAno, Oct. 10.—Tu tesiinony of their 
love for the honor of tho Nation, and of 
their firm purpose to keep it stainless,more 
than 1,000,000 citizens of Chicago inaroheil 
yesterday in the business men’s sound 
money parade. 


Above them floated, in all its starry 
beauty, the American flag, which, during 
the hnnercil years of the ropublic,has never 
been touched by dishonor. 


In defense of that flag to save it from the 
polluting hand of repudiationists, who 
threaten it with disgrace, the column that 
marched in civic [leacefulness would as 
promptly answer the call of sterner duty, 
and, instead of the bright regalia which 
they wore, woul carry tho grim implements 
of war. 


It was a demonstration the like of which 
has never before been seen in this country. 
It exceedal in numliers and it surpasses in 
signiflcance any public procession that has 
marked the critical {leriod of the Nation’s 
history. 


It was an army marching to the aid of a 
beseiged country, where the enemy should 
have been tho defenders. Its weapons are 
to be ballots, not bullets, but these softer 
missies will be as effec>tive in preserving the 
integrity of American institutions as were 
the lethal messengers sent by the men who 
marchetl in 1801. 


Thw long line marched through the 
streets forming almost a canopy of flags. 
The great buildings all along the route had 
flags flowing from every window and across 
the street were the immense sound*monoy 
banners announcing McKinley and Hobart 
as the candidates certain to bring about the 
return of pros|)erity. 


Tho parade wjis easily the greatest of Its 
kind ever witnessed in this country. No 
civic demonstration on any occasion has 
approached it. Tho lowest estimate placed 
on the nundmr of thf»se in line was 100,000, 
and some who claim to have made careful 
observation as the column passed a given 
point declaied that at least ir>0,000 men 
were in line. 


Prom the white-haired flgure of General 
Stockton leading tho (larado pro|ier to the 
last straggling tile of his followers the idea 
of sound money and the preservation of the 
Nation’s honor was not for an instant lag­ 
ging. 


Hon. Chauncey M. Depew spoke to an 
audience in the Colis«!um that numbered 
perhaps 2Ti,000 |ieople. Tho immense hall, 
the scene of a different gathering just three 
months ago, was packed with humanity 
from ground floor to gallery. Mr. l)ejM«w 
characU«rize<l it as the largest |X)litical 
meeting ever held under one roof.

turpretation of what he hears. It is ni 
tiucd, for instance, that mnuy horsi 
which fihy usually start away from ol 
jects on one sido more frnqwoutly tha 
from objects on tho other. This is pro' 
ably due to defects iu the vision of on 
or other eye. 


Iu nearly al'i cases of shying tho how 


takes fright ut some unfamiliar objco 
though this is commonly quite harm 
less, Huch as a wheelbarrow npsif 
down, u freshly felled log or a pieoo c 
paper rolling before tho wind. This in 
Ktantly becomes an illusion, is into 
preted us something else, and it is a cu 
rious question in equiiio uenropatby 
know what it is that tho lioreo flgur 
tticso Jiiirmless objects to bo.

I accept tho arguments of tho ndvo 


dittos of silver and agrco with their rcm 
ody as far as it goes. However, it doe 
not go far enough. Lot us havo plenty 
of remedy—in fact, enough to inak 
debt and poverty tilings of tho past— 
relics of tho dark tigns. J am in favo 
of tho frco and unlimited coinage of pit 
iron at a ratio of 10 to 1 with gold by 
tho Uuifcd States nloue, independent]; 
of all nations, and can prove by tho bos 
authority obtainable that such a policy 
on the purl of tho United States wil 
"raise priws," "put plenty of money in 
circulation" and give the "honest debt- 
or a chance to pay bis debts," thcrob; 
making tho whole country prosperous. 


Now, in tho first place, it may be 


urged by BOIIIO "who do not understaiu 
tho Eubjcct of standards of value" tha 
free coinage for iron would not raiso 
its pricu' to a ratio of 10 to 1 will 
tjuld. To them I reply that "the stuni] 
of this government" and the "legit 
tender qualities" of tho iron dolhu 
would instantly make the bullion valui 
of pig iron tho samo us tha mint value 
"for who would part with an ounce oi 
this precious metal for anything lost 
ihau the mint value?" (Stewart, .Tones 
nnd Bryun.) 


Again, it may bo nrgctl that our 


mints would bo overcrowded with pig 
,rou. I reply that, "the price of pig iroi- 
laving been raised from $7.00 a ton to 
n ratio of 10 to 1 with gold tho work' 
over, no one would especially euro to 
uirry it to the mints, sinco tho mini 
irico could bo obtained nnywhoro iu 
iho open market" (Atlanta Constitu- 
tion. ) 


Nest, it may bo urged that gold and 


silver would go out of circulation. I ro- 
jly, first, "This is u mere assumption 
of tho tools of the money power which 
.hey uannut verify" (Atlanta Conslitu- 
,ion); second, "Suppose gold and silver 
In go out of circulation, is there not 
ilontyofpig iron to take their place 
and give tho people plenty of money?" 
Bryan), and, third,'"Such an ussump- 
ioii mixes tho idea of circulating mo- 
lium nnd-standard of value, that gold 
find silver would still bo potential 
inoiioy metals, though not in circula- 
ion, nnd would lend thoir help toward 
•ititiing prices and Gauging general pros- 
perity" (Crisp). 


Then, again, it may be urged against 


iho pig iron standard of value that 
vages would not riso in proportion to 
iriccs. Tho reply is, "Wages would be 
ompellert to rise, Riuco no man would 
jo fool enough to work for $1 n day 
vho could iiiako §1,000 per day picking 
ip rusty nails and old horseshoes and 
arrying them to tlio mint for coinage" 
Hull). 


In addition it may bo urged by tbo 


money power, 
by tho "Wall street 


liarks" and the" Bond street Shy locks," 
hat wo could not alone goon a pig iron 
isis without an international agree- 
ient. "To such dastards as dare to lay 
limit to tho power of tbo American 
eoplo to do what they please, imle- 
emlently of all nations, I hurl their 
owardice and lack of patriotism back 
ii their faces" (Bryan). 
Tho "crime" of demonetizing pig 
•oil took place about 2,200 years ago, 
'lieu certain "goldolators" and "sil- 
erites," in order to increase tho pur- 
nising power of their ill gotten wealth, 
icretJy and "like thieves in tho night" 
>t tho demonetization act puesed ro- 
jaling the good old frco coinage act of 
ycurgus, "the friend of our ancestors' 
addics." "Today China is tho only 
ountry on earth honest enough to coin 
•on, and there tho hapnv laborer cnu 
irry homo the wages of bis honest toil 
i a wheelbarrow" (Atlanta CoustiCu- 
on). 
A ruinous fall in prices followed the 
emonetizatiou of iron and lias continu- 


ed i'or upward of 2,000 years. I have 
calculated tho losses entailed upon the 
honest people of this world by that ruth- 
less ant, but the figures are so enormous I 
fear n revolution will ensue if the people 
learn how greatly they havo been robbed. 
But facia are facts, and tho best way to 
right a wrong is to meet it squarely. 
"That loss is $21,000,090,000,000,000,- 
000,000,000,000,000" (Coin's Finan- 
cial School). 


In conclusion, I insist that tho free 


coinage of pig iron will do everything 
that is claimed for silver and infinitely 
inoro, The people will bo rieih nnd pros- 
perous. The ouco poor mnii can pay his 
debts wilh his old stove. Railroads nan 
declare dividends on old rails nnd \vorn- 
out; rolling stock. Tho small boy can 
pick up old nails nnd horseshoes enough 
' support his family. In fine, poverty 


debt cau no longer oxist,

Tho board of public works, at a meeting

It Was A Demonetratlon For 
the 


Preservation of 
National 


Integrity 


CincAuo, Oct. 10.—In tesimony of their 


love for the honor of tho Nation, and of 
their firm purpose to keep it stainless,more 
than 1,000,000 citizens of Chicago marched 
yesterday in tho business 
men's sound 


money piirado. 


Above them floated, in aU Us starry 


beauty, tho American flag, which, during 
the hnnercd years of tho republic,htis never 
been touched by dishonor. 


In defense of that (lag to save it from the 


polluting hand of repmliationisls, who 
threaten it with disgrace, the column that 
marched in civic peacefulness would as 
promptly answer the call of sterner duty, 
and, instead of the bright regalia which 
they wore, woul carry the grim implements 
of war. 


It was a demonstration the like of which 


has never before been seen in thiscoimtry. 
ft exceeded in numbers and it surpasses in 
signiilcaitee any public procession that has 
marked the critical period of the Nation's 
history. 


It was an army marching to the aid of a 


beseiged country, where the enemy should 
hare been the defenders. Its weapons are 
to bo ballots, not bullets, but these softer 
missies will be as effective in preserving the 
integrity of American institutions as were 
the lethal messengers sent by the men who 
marched in 18(>1. 


Ths long fine marched through 
the 


streets forming almost a canopy of flags. 
The great buildings all along the route bad 


ags flowing from every window and across 


the street were the immense- sound-money 
banners announcing MeKinley and Ilobart 
as the candidates certain to bring about the 
return of prosperity. 


The parade was easily tho greatest of its 


kind ever witnessed in this country. No 
civic demonstration on any occasion has 
approached it. The lowest estimate placed 
on the number of those in line was 100,000, 
and some who claim to have made careful 
observation as the column passed a given 
point declaicd that at least 150,000 men 
were in line.

The value of a pound of ooul at dif- 


ferent epochs of Htoaumhip evolution, a* 
give:: by Mr. A. 3. AluOiunia, preeidoui 
of tho Liverpool Engineering society, 
has beou as follows: In 1840 a pound ol 
coal propelled a displacement weight ol 
.-078 ton 8knots; butthooamiugweigbl 
was only one-tenth of this, 90 per con! 
of tho displacement representing the 
bull, machinery and fuel. In 1850, with 
iron vessels and tho aorew propeller, n 
displacement weight of .0 ton was pro- 
pelled 9 knots by a pound of coal- bnl 
the proportion of cargo had risen to 27 
per cent, or .JO ton. lu 1800, with 
higher boiler presnure and tbe surface 
condenser, .83 ton displacement was 
propelled 10 knots, and the cargo wus 
88 per cont, or .27 ton. In 1870, after 
the compound engine bad coine into 
use, 1.8 tons displacement was propelled 
10 knots, and here tlio cargo formed CO 
per cent of the whole, being .9 ton. In 
188C there wore two classes of- freight 
boats—tho "tramp" propelled 8.4 tons 
displacement 8% knots, with 60 per eent, 
or 2 tons of cargo; at the same time tho 
enormous cargo steamers of tbe north 
Atlantic were driving a displacement of 
8.14 tons 13 knots, with C6 per cent, or 
1.7 tone of cargo. On tbe modern ex- 
press passenger steamers the cturgo 
weight is down to .09 ton per pound of 
coal.—Hailroad Gazette.
